REPORT TO LEGISLATIVE CLINIC: 

I am Mrs. W, E. Eckler, Chairman of the Palm Beach County 
Library Advisory Committee and am appearing at the request of the 
members of the Board of County Commiseioners. 

In the Fall of 1965 the members of the Board of County 

Commissioners each appointed 3 members to this Advisory Committee 
for a total of 15 as the result of a public meeting which had been 
held in the early part of the summer, We were charged with determinins 
the necessity for a county library system and, 1f found necessary, 
to present a feasible plan of operation and method of financing. 
The committee was organized in November, 1965 and held its first 
working meeting in January, 1966. As part of the self-education 
program upon which we embarked, the committee met in the various 
municipal Libraries in the county. 

We have met as a committee of the whole and have also met 
in sub-committees. We have sought and received assistance from the 
&xem extension service of the Florida State Library as well as fron 
several counties in Florida which have established county library 
systems. 

We hawe people of all degrees of varying experience, ideas 
and expectations as well as every shade of political thinkine repre- 
sented on the committee. One thing about which there has been no 
argument le the value of Library service. It 1s a known fact that 
when a firm or a family is contemplating an area, it looks at housing, 
schools, hospitals, churches and libraries, ‘Today with costs volui: 
up in the library field as in everything coupled with the extrene 
shortage of professional librarians it is increasingly more necessary 
to work with the larger unit. A small community cannot afford to 


maintain the kind of Library service which is really reauired,

In Palm Beach County we have 14 municipal libraries which 
serve 217,100 people leaving 107,900 with no library service. The 
total budgeted for 1966-67 inoluding gifts, etc. is $352,910. or 
1.63 per capita for those served. The per capita expenditure 
eauces fra just under 52 to $3.50 based on total budget figures. 

It was not very long after we had started working that we 
agreed that some sort of a county library system 1s necessary. ‘There 
are many ways this could be done. The plan which we have offered to 
the board of County Commissioners 16 a federation of the existine 
Litrarles supplemented with county funds with contractural (٣ ج6 مز(‎ 
between the respective official bodies and the Roard of County 
Commissioners. In this way we will take advantage of what ie 
already in existence. There is a great deal of local pride in s 
Library for which many have given of their time and substance and 
it is our desire to preserve ۰. 

The tax base which we propose is as follows: ‘The unin- 
corporated areas plus those incorporsted municipalities not now 
supporting libraries with tax monies and any other incorporated 
areas which might choose to be taxed by the county for library 
purposes, 

ALL present municipal libraries meeting minimun standards 
to be established will be encouraged to contract with the county. 

It 1s understood that when we are servinc 75% of the 
population, municipal libraries which are members of the county 
system as well as the county library system will be eligible for 
state Library funds. 

This brings me to the reason for appearing before you tolaye 
Generally speaking, everyone wants good library service and does 


not deny its value. We find that the Legislature willauthoiize

laree amounts but appropriateg only a very small part of thet count. 
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We would respectfully suggest that you gentlemen lend your weight 
and influence to securing a more adequate appropriation. We would 
also suggest that you foin forces with delegations whose counties 
are facine the same needs. Additional assistance to get started 
would certainly be a long step forward. Florida 1s quite far 
down the list in what 1t 1s doing in this field and with the 
projected growth it becomes imperative to take the necessary steps 
now, 


Your favorable consideration of this matter will be 


greatly appreciated.

Gentlemen: 


This letter contains the recommendations of the Lake Worth Library Board in 
connection with the proposed county library system. 


On Wednesday,June 21, 1967, Mrs. W, E. Eckler, Mr. Herbert L. Gildan, and 

Mr. PaulSpeicher, representatives of the committee appointed by the Palm Beach County 
Commission to determine the feasibility of, and, if feasible, to set up, a county library 
system, appeared before representatives of the Lake Worth City Commission and the Lake 

Torth Library Board to discuss the plan and request that the Lake Worth Library join in 
the county federation. At the conclusion of this discussion, the City Commission requested 
the Library Board to study the plan and then to meet with the City Commission to discuss 
the county library system and make recommendations in connection therewith. 


Briefly and generally, the county library plan is as follows: The County Commission 
would authorize the establishment of a county library which would be in the general nature 
of a federation of existing municipal libraries plus a superimposed county facility. Each 
municipal library that joined would retain its control over its own library and would 
basically continue to operate in the same manner as it now operates except that it would 
issue library cards as follows: (1) to all residents of Palm Beach County not residing in 
a corporate area; (2) to all residents of Palm Beach County living within the corporate 
limits of a municipality who did not support its library through ad valorem taxation; (3) 
to all residents of Palm Beach County who reside within the corporate limits of a munici- 
pality who, while presently supporting a library by ad valorem taxes, would elect to 
discontinue such support; and (4) to all residents of Palm Beach County residing within 
the corporate limits of a municipality which does supportits library through ad valorem 
taxes but which joins the county federation. All card holders would be subject to the rules 
and regulations of the local library in the same manner as they are now, subject of 
course, to these limitations, The proposed agreement by which the city would enter into 
an agreement with Palm Beach County imposes only the limitations set forth above, There 
are other features of the plan which would presumably be based upon a voluntary basis and 
on the spirit of cooperation between existing libraries in the county. These would include 
the mutual lending of books between libraries, lending of books to the individual libraries 
by the county stock room, purchasing by the county on behalf of the municipal libraries, 
and many other services and features too numerous and involved to be stated in this letter. 
In return for this concession in behalf of the city, the county would pay to the city annually 
an amount equal to fifteen per cent of the money expended by the city in support of its library. 
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At the present time, cards entitling one to use the Lake Worth Library are issued 
free of charge to all residents of Lake Worth who are real property owners, If an appli- 
cant states that he is a property owner in Lake Worth, this statement is accepted as 
correct and a card is issued without charge. A resident of Lake Worth who is nota 
property owner stands in the same position as does a non-resident of Lake Worth who is 
not a property owner within the city. Cards are also issued free of charge to non-residents 
of Lake Worth if they own real property within the city. Cards are issued to those who do 
not qualify under the above free card system for $1 per year. 


In the last fiscal year of the Lake Worth Library, 1965-1966, the sum of $2, 264,50 
was received on account of the issuance of library cards to those people who did not quali- 
fy for free cards. Last year Lake Worth spent $59, 300 in tax support of the Lake Worth 
Library. Fifteen per cent of this amount would be $8,895. 


While the county proposes to tax the unincorporated areas and residents of those 
cities that furnish no tax support for a library, the issuance of free cards is not neces- 
sarily on this basis, Whether a person is a taxpayer or not is immaterial, If he is a 
resident of one of the qualifying areas, he is entitled to a card. Should the City of Lake 
Worth go into the county system, it would appear illogical for the library to maintain its 
present basis for issuance of free cards, To do so would discriminate against a resident 
of Lake Worth who was not a property owner in favor of a non-resident of Lake Worth who 
was not a property owner in the county. It would therefore seem necessary to change the 
rules so that free cards would be granted to all: residents of Lake Worth without regard 
as to whether they paid property taxes or not. Assuming this to be true, the loss to Lake 
Worth of revenues from the issuance of cards would not only include that revenue collected 
from non-residents who are not property owners but also from those residents who are 
not property owners. 


Under the county system, Lake Worth would therefore have an estimated increase 
in annual revenue of some $6,631. This is, of course, represented by the difference 
between its present income derived from the issuance of cards and the $8, 825 that would 
be received from fhe county. 


If Lake Worth continues to support its library in the future as it has in the past, there 
would be no decrease in the taxation of the city property owners by reason of the county 
system. If the city enters into the spirit as wellas the letter of the county library plan, 
it would not decrease its tax support since this is requested by the advocates of the county 
plan. They state that it is not their idea to decrease the facilities provided by a city but 
rather to increage the library facilities in the county as a whole. Ifa city decreases its 
support of the library because of the county revenue, then the result would be only the 
maintenance of existing library facilities as they are rather than an increase in standards. 


The foregoing facts are, of course, based upon the assumption that the charge for a 
Lake Worth card to those persons who have to pay for it will continue to be $1 in face of 
the per capita costs to residents of Lake Worth in the amount of $2. 47. The Library 
Board has given and is giving consideration to a change in this amount, however, there 
are many factors that must be included in a decision to change, not the least of which is 
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the effect on our tourists and the fact that the library draws people from out of Lake Worth 
into Lake Worth. 


The representatives of the county library system expressed the opinion that the 
County Commissioners would levy millage sufficient in amount to raise $200, 000 for the 
county system. The present tax support of libraries by municipalities is approximately 
$239,971. If all of the cities that furnish this tax support qualify their libraries without 
any increase in tax support, then the fifteen per cent that all the qualifying libraries would 
receive would represent $49,495. If this is deducted from the $200, 000. it would leave 
$150, 505 to be expended in other parts of the county system. Just what this would buy 
was not explained by the county representatives and therefore this Board is unable to 
render an opinion. It, of course, would be presumed that it would be support in a manner 
beneficial to the county as a whole and for each of the libraries in the county. 


Inasmuch as the cities having libraries currently support the libraries to the extent 
of $329,971 and have spent this amount for several years, it would presumably take 
several years for the county system to be able to render very much assistance to the 
better libraries in the county. We think it should be presumed that some assistance will 
be rendered immediately and that ultimately considerable assistance will be rendered. 
We are, however, reminded of Aesop's Fable in which the dog with his bone is crossing 
over a bridge spanning a small stream. While on the bridge, the dog pauses and looks 
down into the water where there is a reflected dog with a bone. The bone in the water 
appears to be considerably larger than the bone that the dog has in his mouth. The dog 
drops his bone in order to grab the bigger one reflected in the water and loses his bone 
in the stream. If Lake Worth had a poor, mediocre or fair library, then it kmight be well 
to drop its bone and reach for the bone in the water. Lake Worth's library is, however, 
by most any standards you wish to use, one of the best libraries in the county and we of 
this Board believe it to be the best. If there is to be any benefit to the county and the 
county residents by reason of this federation at least in the near future, such benefits of 
necessity must come at the expense of the residents of these cities which have good 
libraries. 


Lake Worth is at the present time furnishing library facilities not only to the resi- 
dents of Lake Worth but also to all residents around Lake Worth who live within a distance 
close enough for those people to avail themselves of the library. Since Lake Worth's 
charge to non-residents is more than nominal, it would appear unlikely that the scope of 
service that the areas serviced by the Lake Worth Library would be enlarged under the 
county system, that is at least if Lake Worth is going to continue to operate its library 
in approximately the same manner as it is now operating. If, as a part of the county 
system, Lake Worth were to lend a considerable number of its books to other libraries 
throughout the county, the scope of the area serviced by Lake Worth could be increased 
but at the same time these books would not be available to those persons now being served 
by the library. 


If we assume on the other hand that there will be a substantial increase in the use of 
the Lake Worth Library facilities by reason of the city!s joining the county system, the 
effect on the Lake Worth Library would at times be very bad. If you were to visit the 
library at this time, you would find the librarians fairly busy and the library being 
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actively used. During the winter season when schools are in session and our winter 
visitors are here, it is quite often difficult for a patron to obtain a seat at a desk in order 
to study the reference books that cannot be removed. All of the librarians are constantly 
busy rendering assistance to the library visitors. During this winter season the library 
handles just about as many patrons as it can. An increase in business would seriously 
overburden our present facilities. While such an increase would furnish invaluable 
library facilities to the new user, it would nonetheless seriously hamper the residents of 
Lake Worth in the use of their library. 


There are, no doubt, those who will consider the attitude of this Board to be selfish, 
and ultra-conservative, and that this Board has no regard for those unfortunates who 
reside so far from the Lake Worth Library as to be unable to avail themselves of its 
facilities under the present system, that it has no regard for those residents of the 
unincorporated areas or, in effect, those residents outside the City of Lake Worth who 
cannot afford to pay $1, or, if increased, the increased amount, for a library card. 


It is with recognition of the foregoing that this Board recommends to the City 
Commission that in its opinion it is in the best interests of the City of Lake Worth that 
the Lake Worth Library not join in the county federation at the present time. This Board 
recognizes that at some future date the situation might so change as to make it in the 
best interests of the City of Lake Worth that the Lake Worth Library join in the county 
system and to that end, this Board intends to keep an open mind and recommends to 
he Lake Worth City Commission that it do the same. 


This Board is not unmindful of the fact that if both Lake Worth and West Palm 
Beach join in the county system that residents of Lake Worth would be entitled to 


use the West Palm Beach Library without charge. It is, however, expected that very 
few would avail themselves of this privilege.

Re: Countywide Library System 


Dear Tim: 


Thank you for your letter of July 6th regarding the proposed 
County library system. Reviewing your points as you made them, 
the first point has great merit and should be in the final con- 
tract to be signed between the County and the City by adding the 
words "a minimum of." In this regard and concerning the entire 
letter, the contract we drew is in general form takgn from Polk 
County and Hillsborough County in their county library agreements 
with municipal libraries. It was not intended that this be a 
final draft of the contract, since the County Attorney may have 
certain suggestions he would like to add to it. Also, we found 
that the various municipal libraries may also wish to have changes 
made, such as your suggestions. What was hoped for at.” this time 
is that the City of Boca Raton would in principle agree to go along 
with the County library federation’ and that, as you suggest, 
changes could be made where necessary and proper to make the agree- 
ment between the County and the City of value to each. 


Your second point about changing the words j'free use" of the 
City Library may create some problems. It had en ovx, hope 
that the County Library system would be beneficial an@ not detri- 
mental to any City library, but it may be that a free" library is 
necessary to form a County library system. “If ita is legally 
possible to make the changes you suggest, we would, of course 
recommend it, but if the County Attorney feels that a free public 
library is necessary, we would like tqidiscuss Lë point further 
with you and the City of Boca Raton. ^

Your third suggestion about taxing real estate within the 
City seems to be covered by the Florida Statute and also by a 
recent case involving the countyllibrary system of Pinellas 
County. This was Case No. 35,605 of the Supreme Court of Florida, 
in which the opinion was filed June 7, 1967. I am not certain 
that it is yet in the advance sheets, but it is available in the 
County Law Library. Here Pinellas County created a "taxing 
district to be composed of an area within the territorial limits 
of the County, less property that ‘already taxed for library 
purposes'". This was held to be valid and exempted from the tax 
any cities presently levying a tax for library services within 
the county. It is our opinion that the case, together with the 
statute, amply protects all those cities who use tax funds for 
libraries. We feel that, if necessary, the Board of County 
Commissioners would send a letter of agsurance to the City of 
Boca Raton. I don't know that we can get such a letter from Edgar 
Maxwell, but it is my strong opinion that no such letter is needed 
and that the City has ample protection that it would not be taxed. 
As was done in Pinellas County by resolution, it is intended thet 
the County would establish a County library system to be financed 
by a tax levy oéá-ene-habé-milil in unincorporated areas and such 
municipalities as desire to participate or do not use money from 
ad valorem sources for library services. With such a tax levy, I 
doubt that the tax assessor can assess taxgs on municipalities 
that do use money from ad valorem $ouxces-for library purposes. 
This again refers to the case of Rileigh v. Pinellas County, 
Florida Supreme Court Case No. 35,605. 


Finally, as to your fourth point, it was the intention of 
the last line of Paragraph 4 that the money be paid to the City for 
deposit into the General Fund, but that an accounting be made by 
the City showing that the monies paid to the City by the County 
were used solely for library purposes within the City. I would 
imagine that the annual report of the City would show the money 
spent for library services, and it is not necessary that an 
special fund be set up, but that an expenditure equal to che amount 
of money paid by the County to the City be accounted fr by the 
City as having been spent solely for librpry purpos-89. Perhaps 
this sentence can be clarified to assufe you thet this is what is 
intended and we have no objection to making ary Changes along 
that line. 1 
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I trust this is a sufficient answer to your letter of July 
6th, but if not, please let me know what, if anything, further 
can be done, since it is our hope that the City of Boca Raton 
will join in the County federated library system. As I am sure 
Mrs. Eckler has told you, it is the feeling of all members of 
the County Library Advisory Committee that the proposal is of 
substantial benefit not only to the entire County, but in parti- 
cular to each participating City. We would therefore appreciate 
any favorable action the City of Boca Raton may care to take. 

We wish to fully advise you, however, that to whatever extent we 
can work with the City of Boca Raton in tailoring any contract 
to its specific needs, we will try out utmost to accomplish this.

To the Board of County Commissioners, Palm Beach County: 


Gentlemen : 


It is with a great deal of pleasure that we report to you at this time 
the results of our meetings throughout the County. The presentations to the 
representatives of the municipal library boards and/or city councils or commissions, 
as the case might be, were made by me with at least one other member of this 
committee present and participating in the discussion. 

The plan offered was the same as was presented to you on February 7, 1967; 
namely, that a county library system be established with a federation of the exist- 
ing municipal libraries as the foundation supplemented by county funds with 
contractual arrangements between the respective official bodies and the Board of 
County Commissioners. The county funds would come from an ad valorum tax on the 
unincorporated area plus those incorporated municipalities not now supporting 
libraries with tax monies. 

For a library to become a part of the federation it must spend a minimum 
of $1.00 per capita or .25 mills per annum for library operation and be open a 
minimum of 30 hours per week. 

As a member of the federation, the library will provide free library 
service and free use of its library facilities to all county residents living in 
the unincorporated area, the incorporated municipalities not now having libraries 
and those municipalities whose libraries have joined the system. The local library 
will be completely autonomous insofar as its rules and regulations, selection of 
books, personnel, etc. 

In return for service to those outside its community the county will pay 
to the municipal library a sum equal to 15% of the monies spent the previous year 
on library operation. The library will also benefit from the additional services 
such as professional help, central purchasing and processing, central catalogue, 
and the avoidance of much duplication. Such a system would also make possible the 
acquisition of material which cannot now be purchased by any individual library due 
to cost and/or limited demand. 

To service those residents who are rather far removed from any existing 
library we propose book stations in shopping centers as a start. We are not pro- 
posing a county library but rather a county library service. 

We are happy to report that we have met with representatives of all the 
municipal library boards in Palm Beach County except for the Society of Four Arts 
Library. Since it is a private, subscription library, it is not eligible to become 
part of a free, public system.. They will, however, be advised of our activities. 
In Lantana the meeting was with a group of citizens interested in improving their 
library service. They were in the midst of an endeavor which they were obliged to 
complete and were advised that they could still become a part of this system this 
year should it be established and should that be their wish. The citizens at this 
meeting reacted quite favorably to our proposition. 

One fact which came out of our meetings is that the local pride in a 
library is very great and must be preserved. In every community this pride was 
most evident and will be quarded jealously. We had thought this to be true. Now 
we know it. 

The following libraries in the county have said they would support the 
System as presented to them: North Palm Beach, Lake Park, Riviera Beach, West Palm 
Beach, Village of Palm Springs, Delray Beach, Boca Raton and Belle Glade. 


We have not as yet heard from Greenacres City or Pahokee. 

The two municipalities which have said they do not choose to join at the 
present time are Lake Worth and Boynton Beach. In Lake Worth the action was taken 
by the City Commissioners on the recommendation of the Library Board. In Boynton 
Beach the Library Board had recommended to the City Commission that they join the 
system. There is reason to believe they will both join at a later date. 

One question which came up in every meeting was the matter of the 15% of 
the previous year's expenditures to be paid by the county to the municipal library. 
We had to tell them that we do not know if it is fair but that we had to start some- 
place and assured them that if at the end of a year or two of experience it is 
found that it is not equitable, then it will be reconsidered. We were told by the 
larger libraries which have said they will support the system that they will be 
watching this very closely and we are sure they will. 

The smaller libraries which have indicated a desire to join the system 
are more interested in the services which would be available to them and the savings 
they would realize in many ways. The larger libraries realize that they will be 
serving as the foundation upon which a system will be built and that the benefits 
to them for several years will be small if any but they are concerned that library 
service in the county be improved and hope that the 15% will be sufficient to off- 
set the additional costs they will incur as a member of the system. 

The population in these eight communities which have expressed a willing- 
ness to join the system added to the population in the area of the county not now 
having any library service totals just over 75% using the figures as of January و1‎ 
1967. This means that we have met one of the criterea for being eligible for 
state and federal funds. 

The eight libraries which will serve as the foundation of the system rep- 
resent an investment in building and fixtures of over $1,250,000. According to the 
1965-66 Florida Library Directory these eight libraries have over 150,000 volumes 
on their shelves. Publishers' Weekly for February, 1967, reports the average cost 
of hardback books for 1966 to be $7.94, up from the 1957-59 average price of $5.29. 
Using a figure of $8.00 per book we find it would cost $1,200,000 to replace the 
volumes now in these libraries. The amount budgeted for fiscal 1966-67 was $236,535 
to serve 154,000 people and in most if not all instances these budgeted figures 
have been increased for fiscal 1967-68. A substantial investment will be available 
to the county system. In 1966-67 the per capita expenditure in these eight cities 
was $1.54 which will be increased in 1967-68 to approximately the $1.85 per capita 
represented by a $200,000 expenditure by the county for the 108,000 people now 
unserved. 

It is our recommendation that you, the Board of County Commissioners of 
Palm Beach County, take the necessary action to establish a Palm Beach County 
Library System effective October 1, 1967 with the federation of the above named 
libraries as its foundation. We also recommend that all eligible libraries be 
offered a contract regardless of their response to us. 11 is our further recommenda- 
tion that you fund this system with $200,000 to be raised by a tax upon all proper- 
ties in the unincorporated area of the county plus those municipalities not now 
paying a library tax. 

We believe that we will meet the criterea of serving 75% of the popula- 
tion of the county. The next criterea is that we have a qualified Library Director 
at the head of the system. It is not going to be easy to find this person and we 


will not be able to attract a qualified person unless the system is sufficiently 
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well financed. We also know that those county systems which have run into trouble 
can trace it primarily to the fact that they were under-financed. What we have 
"sold", if you will, to the muncipal libraries is not just the additional 15% of 
their previous year's operating expenditure but additional service which will mean 
as much if not more to many of them than the 15%. These services cannot be rendered 
without sufficient funding. We will not be able to qualify for state and national 
funds until next year in any event but every step possible toward becoming eligible 
should be taken. 

It is incumbent upon us, also, to provide service to areas which are 
rather far removed from any existing library. Steps in this direction must be taken 
as quickly as possible. 

Even though we do not have 100% participation of libraries in the system, 
we feel we should proceed. We would remind you that in every instance where a 
county system has been established in the State of Florida, there have been 
"hold outs". As a general rule these libraries have asked to become a part of the 
system in a few years. Therefore, based on experience elsewhere, we have reason to 
believe that all the eligible libraries will be a part of our system very shortly. 

Gentlemen, it has been a most interesting experience for me to go around 
the county and present the findings of this committee, to meet with so many people 
who are concerned about library service, and to see them so willing to take part 
in this program once they are assured that THEIR library will remain autonomous. 

We believe that Palm Beach County MUST face up to the fact that its library service 
needs to be improved and that a system such as we have presented can acccmplish 
the task. We also believe that we CANNOT delay the matter whether we look at a 


library as an addition to the recreational facilities of the county, as a part of 
the continuing education of the citizens of the county, or, if you will, from a 


pure dollars and cents standpoint.

To the Board of County Commissioners, Palm Beach County: 
Gentlemen: 

It is with a great deal of pleasure that we report to 
you at this time the results of our meetings throughout the County. 
The presentations to the representatives of the municipal library 
boards and/or city councils or commissions, as the case might be, 
were made by me with at least one other member of this committee 
present and participating in the discussion. 

The plan offerfed was the same as was presented to you on 
February 7, 1967; namely, that a county library system be established 
with & federation of the existing municipal libraries as the founda- 
tion supplemented by county funds with contractual arrangements be- 
tween the respective official bodies and the Board of County 
Commissioners. The county funds would come from an ad valorum tax 
on the unincorporated area plus those incorporated municipalities 
not now supporting libraries with tax monies. 

For a library to become a part of the federation it must 
spend a minimum of $1.00 per capita or .25 mills per annum for 
library operation and be open a minimum of 30 hours per week. 

As a member of the federation, the library will provide 
free library service and free use of its library facilities to all 
county residents living in the unincorporated area, the incorporated 
municipalities not now having libraries and those municipalities 
whose libraries have joined the system. The local library will be 
completely autonomous insofar as its rules and regulations, selection 
of books, personnel, etc. 

In return for service to those outside its community the 


county will pay to the municipal library a sum equal to 15% of the 
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monies spent the previous year on library operation. The library 
will also benefit from the additional services such as professional 
help, central purchasing and processing, central catalogue, and the 
avoidance of much duplication. Such a system would also make possible 
the acquisition of material which cannot now be purchased by any 
individual library due to cost and/or limited demand. 

To service those residents who are rather far removed from 
any existing library we propose book stations in shopping centers as 
a start. We are not proposing a county library but tather a county 
library service. 

We are happy to report that we have met with representatives 
of all the municipal library boards in Palm Beach County except for 
the Society of Four Arts Library. Since it is a private, subscription 
library, it is not eligible to become part of a free, public system. 
They will, however, be advised of our activities. In Lantana the 
meeting was with a group of citizens interest#d in improving their 
library service. They were in the midst of an endeavor which they 
were obliged to complete and were advised that they could still be- 
come a part of this system this year should it be established and 
should that be their wish. The citizens at this meeting reacted 
quite favorably to our proposition. 

One fact which came out of our meetings is that the local 
pride ina library is very great and must be preserved. In every 
community this pride was most evident and will be guarded jealously. 
We had thought this to be true. Now we know it. 

The following libraries in the county have said they would 
support the system as presented to them: North Palm Beach, Lake Park, 
Riviera Beach, West Palm Beach, Village of Palm Springs, Delray Beach, 


Boca Raton and Belle Glade. 
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We have not as yet heard from Greenacres City or 
Pahokee. 

The two municipalities which have said they do not choose 
to join at the present time are Lake Worth and Boynton Beach. In 
Lake Worth the action was taken by the City Commissioners on the 
recommendation of the Library Board. In Boffnton Beach the Library 
Board had recommended to the City Commission that they join the 
system. There is reason to believe they will both join at a later 
date. 

One question which came up in every 2661118 was the matter 
of the 15% of the previous year's expenditures to be paid by the 
county to the municipal library. We had to tell them that we do not 
know if it is fair but that we had to start someplace and assured 
them that if at the end of a year or two of experience it is found 
that it is not equitable, then it will be reconsidered. We were 
told by the larger libraries which have said they will support the 
system that they will be watching this very closely and we are sure 
they will. 

The smaller libraries which have indicated a desire to join 
the system are more interested in the services which would be available 
to them and the savings they would realize in many ways. The larger 
libraries realize that they will be serving as the foundation upon 
which a system will be built and that the benefits to them for several 
years will be small if any but they are concerned that library service 
in the county be improved and hope that the 15% will be sufficient to 
offset the additional costs they will incur# as a member of the system. 

The population in these eight communities which have ex- 


pressed a willingness to join the system added to the population in the 


a a 
area of the county not now having any library service totals just 
over 75% using the figures as of January 1, 1967. This means that 
we have met one of the criterea for being eligible for state and 
federal funds. 

The eight libraries which will serve as the foundation 
of the system represent an investment in building and fixtures of 
over $1,250,000. According to the 1965-66 Florida Library Directory 
these eight libraries have over 150,000 volumes on their shelves. 
Publishers' Weekly for February, 1967, reports the average cost 
of hardback books for 1966 to be $7.94, up from the 1957-59 average 
price of $5.29. Using a figure of $8.00 per book we find it would 
cost $1,200,000. to replace the volumes now in these libraries. 

The amount budgeted for fiscal 1966-67 was $236,585. to serve 
154,000 people and in most if not all instances these budgeted 
figures have been increased for fiscal 1967-68. A substantial 
investment will be available to the county system. In 1966-67 the 
per capita. expenditure in these eight cities was $1.54 which will 
be increased in 1967-68 to approximately the $1.85 per capita 
represented by a $200,000. expenditure by the county for the 
108,000 people now unserved. 

It is our recommendation that you, the Board of County 
Commissioners of Palm Beach County, take the necessary action to 
establish a Palm Beach County Library System effective October و1‎ 
1967 with the federation of the above named libraries as its founda- 
tion. We also recommend that all eligible libraries be offered 
a contract regardless of their response to us. It 15 our further 


recommendation that you fund this system with $200,000. to be raised 


"m 
by a tax upon all properties in the unincorporated area of the 
county plus those municipalities not now paying a library tax. 

We believe that we will meet the criterea of serving 75% 
of the population of the county. The next criterea is that we have 
a qualified Library Director at the head of the system. It is not 
going to be easy to find this person and we will not be able to 
attract a qualified person unless the system is sufficiently well 
financed. We also know that those county systems which have run 
into trouble can trace it primarily to the fact that they were 
under-financed. What we have "sold", if you will, to the muncipal 
libraries is not just the additional 15% of their previous year's 
operating expenditure but additional service which will mean as 
much if not more to many of them than the 15%. These services 
cannot be rendered without sufficient funding. We will not be able 
to qualify for state and national funds until next year in any event 
but every step possible toward becoming eligible should be taken. 

It is incumbent upon us, also, to provide service to 
areas which are rather far removed from any existing library. 

Steps in this direction must be taken as quickly as possible. 

Even though we do not have 100% participation of libraries 
in the system, we feel we should proceed. We would remind you that 
in every instance where a county system has been established in the 
State of Florida, there have been "hold outs". As a general rule 
these libraries have asked to become a part of the system in a few 
years. Therefore, based on experience elsewhere, we have reason to 
believe that all the eligible libraries will be a part of our system 


very shortly. 
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Gentlemen, it has been a most interesting experiance for 
me to go around the county and present the findings of this 
committee, to meet with so many people who are concerned about 
library service, and to see them so willing to take part in this 
program once they are assured that THEIR library will remain 
autonomous. We believe that Palm Beach County MUST face up to the 
fact that its library service needs to be improved and that a 
system such as we have presented can accomplish the task. We 
also believe that we CANNOT delay the matter whether we look at 
a library as an addition to the recreational facilities of the 
county, as a part of the continuing education of the citizens of 


the county, or, if you will, from a pure dollars and cents stand- 


point.

Dear Mr. Dean: 


Reference is made to your letter of September 19th and our 
discussions with regard to whether or not it would be legal and proper 
to assess ad valorem taxes to finance a county free public library 
vader the provisions of Chapter 150 F.S. on the current 1967 county 
assessment roll, when such taxing district has not been properly and 
legally established as required by this statutory provision, even as 
of the present date. 


As you know from our discussions, Mr. George Bailey of the 
office of your County Attorney, is researching this matter, and will 
advise you further concerning the legal aspects of this problem, 


We would estimate that such a special taxing district would 
encompass approximately $972,638,285 of non-exempt taxable value, which 
excludes any railroad properties subject to the tax in the district, and 
excludes any properties subject to the tax in the district owned by 
Florida Power & Light Co,, Tlorida Public Utilities Co., Florida Gas 
Co., Southern Bell Telephone and Telegraph Co., American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. 


The above exclusions pose, in addition to the question of 
whether such a tax levy would be legal on the current assessment roll, + 
the problem of the considerable delay which would be involved in advising 
the above-named property owners of this new district, and securing from 
them a return of the taxable value of their tangible personal property, 
and in the case of the railroad property, both real estate and tangible 
property, which should be included in this special taxing district. 


As you may or may not know, the above listed taxpayers make 
countywide returns to the assessor without regard to municipal bounda- 
ries, basing their apportionments of their total countywide return on 
purely millage district boundaries as presently existing.
